Tkee, the Uanraot gave 
Ihe aoeiety an order to take another run for their

The *oie ptirchaner [wing (he Oovecn- 
racnt, and the ttiaikct behv thua teatricted. the 
pnee i,. of cotir„e, s n,,i, e , of atrreemcnt. hm 
ool of cumpeUtion. The natiren ot New Zea- 
land bate fell affirriwved when they have lee-n 
land patted with bj- themielve* for a a mall con- 
sideration, pass to the hanila of European pur- 
chasere. ..t a heat) price. If then the system 
adopted at Fiji will secure a tufficient breadth 
of land for European otcupation, and permit 
colon nation to extend, there it nothing to object 
Lo tha procets ot puTcha.e and registration. 

It appeatF that the relations of the Fijiana 
and the Tongese are nor veri nut it factory. 
Our intelligence ioionni in tltat an armed 
force, ari§tiaall) frorn Ton(ra, is acting 
under the irupiration of a white man. 
who endeavoured to obtain a ceasion of 
several dLnriets in favour of Manfti, a 
Tongueae leader and representative in l-"Lji. 
The Chief did not uimeelf negotiate thia cetaion, 
but waa present in the neighbourhood that li« 
might au|rnort it with a diiplay of strength. The 
Consul, in umtewuenee of the proceeding! of 
thia wliile man, who u a llriUnh 
tubjtct, teuied hu rejiel and haa 
retained it to be did po ted of under 
the orders of the hritish Liorernmsnt. The 
ground of tha leisure ia that HlKSt wu eg. 
tieavot) rin g to stir op tha people in opposition to 
that cession which the nttiret had tendered to 
the Qrzzs, and the propriety of which is now 
under the coniideration of the Government. 

There it conaiderablc enmity Mtween the 
LnhabitanU of the Kvji* and the Tongete. They 
have about the aame political relations .j our 
Kngliah and French ancttton, Thewe mea- 
ouree, on the part of the Coniul. af pear to ui to 
be not wanting in decision and itnaeth.' Their 
necetaity mutt of course be judged of on the 
apot. ft U stated that Colonel Bn.int-the 
ComnuatiorMr tent out by the home Govern 
meet, has girei thmn hu full approbation. 
Their effect has bean, however, to produce a 
strong feeling among the whites. Unhappily, 
the present position of that community it far 
frorn satiifactory, and the administration of 
justice, howerer fairly carried out, ia aure to 
excite discontent aad reprachei. The necet> 
aitiet of the case impose something like 
arbitrary duties on the Consul, who hat 
to act at registrar, at maaii train, and at general 
tupermteadant of mntmemal transactions, to 
far at they are nibject to reference . 

It it evident that the time has come whan a 
man methodical process of Government must 
be established, and the various interests of lb* 
community protected in the ordinary way. 
The dispute* and agitation arising out of this 
question may lead to serious embarrassment 
hereafter. Great effort* are made by aome 
person.' to induce the people to distrust the 
hritiri authorities, and to draw back from the 
Centura. At present it is understood that the 
Msg of England is gwatly desired by the native*, 
to relieve them from the importunity of tlieir 
professing friendt and the plots of their 
enemies. 

1 he cotton plantation formed by Dr. 
man hu prof erf very productive, and the uuality 
if everything to be desired. Already small 
panels hare found their way to Melbourne, 
lhe possibility of raiaing the cotton or com- 
merce it therefore an eatabliahed fact, Mai 
ecoaicmicil comiderauons only are now to b* 
decided. Should the reault be favourable in a 



brunch of colonial trade, but at no great di. 
tan?* an important settlement, depending for all 
the luiuriea. and many or the neceasoriea of life, 
unon the older colonies and upon Great Britain* 

Colonel Su im, the Commissioner, is w ailing 
only for a man of war to convey him en miffs 
for Kurope, having completed hie encjuiriei and 
obtained all the (lecessarj meteiiai fot the deter- 
mination of hie report. This being favourable 
— as it maj be assumed— the irritating and 
*omewhat perilous delay will be typedily 
brouglil to n close. :ind means jirovided for lh.it 
eiitunM^e rii ►iv.itii?!. wliiih may in lhe tourneof 
n single life i Lian^e lhe ijteal islnmls of ,he 1'ijis 
inlo a garden. 

There tire none reasons to fejr, perhspi. 
that the present condition of New Zealand 
will damp lhe purpose of the Crown. It in- 
volve* a high, responsibility, and may cntsiil 
liereafler errat tniuhlc and expense, liut is it 
ponsible for Hritinb colorinalioti In be inched 
or would it be desirable 'i Were the English 
to renounce the Kyi*, would nut another nation 
acrepl the t overeigaty V Is it not poaaihle by 
learning from past experience to avoid the diffi- 
culties which have been so miscliievous it \ew 
Zealand? We fear lhat we ennnot hope to 
escape from some of those evils whirh coloni- 
zation usually entails. We shall hare differ- 
ences and quarrels, hut the missionary influence 
in Fiji will prubahly rather smooth than oh- 
timet the annexation of the country to the 
Uritith empire. 

We are glad lo tind that the Weilcyan 
missionaries who are at New Zealand have on the 
whole unstained the cause of tlieir 
tuen, and arc favourable t» the 
We aTe glad, because this is 
alwayp a desirahlc ponition in ilaelf, and 
because it appears to us that they have the 
atrength of argument and fact in their favour, 
There are, doubtless, among them some who were 
inamiral to the coloniitation nf the Kijis, for its 
intliience is by no means wholly in favour of 
native prosperity, but they have a ahoice of 
evila before them. Either Kn eland or tome 
other nation will eatun-.e the sovereignty of 
thote inlajiilj, and the evample of Tahiii is 
a sufficient warning against neglecting the 
opportunity to bring the Kijit under ibe 
autheritj ol llie Kritish Crown, end wilhin the 
eirele ol Hritlsh ciri ligation. 
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Thf Report of the Board of Kalionnl Educa- 
tkrti for the year 1S5!I which has just been 
limed is satiMfactory no f.ir as this, lhat it 
chronicles some progreas both as to the number 
of schools and the quality nf the education, bui 
at the same time it reveale to us how lament- 
ably both are behind the want* of the coloa>, 
The report does not ronceal deficiencies while 
lamenting them, and the people would do well 
to ponder them. Nothing L* more essential 
to the stability of our institution* thua Lhe 
wide diffusion of popular education. An igno. 
rant popidalion ran never he a Tree popu- 
lation. They will always be the slaves 
or dupe* of somebody. fcvery intelligent 
lover of hi- country vij] J u |£| best to 
promote tiopulat rduiation, and will 
tare less tbout fonns and systems Ihnnaectiting 
the immediate adoption nf the best that is 
within reach. 

The three great wants that the report in' fore 
us ejposes are funds, rompetenl teaiher-.atiJ a 
proper upprttiation on (lie part of the- peer,;,. ,< 
largo of the advantages of education. The three 
Hre all connected, die last being the ratiaf 
essential, as it is in fact the parenl of tht ollmf 
tlivcn a people thoroughly possessed with lhe 
idea trial it good education is 'essentiitl for their 
own children and those of their neighbours, Hnd 
fundi will be forthcoming, both from private 
md public sourres. And with adequate funds to 
Mistain the teacher in a proper social position, 
competent men will he drawn to the 
vocation, and grow accomplished in it. We 
have recently had u general election, and nearlj 
every candidate has made the topic of educatiam 
prominent bolli in his addresses and •peecbes, 
and every where there has been n popular recog- 
nition of the great importance of it. To judge 
from these mnnifestations, the public apprecia- 
tion would be everj-iiting that could be desired, 
schoolmaster* would be welcomed everywhere, 
and schools well suttained in any locality where 
the children were numerous enough to support 
one. Yet it ia one thing to talk at a public 
meeting, or cry " hear, hear," when the subject 
of education ia introduced, and nnother to 
be so deeply and honestly impressed 
as to be willing to take trouble 
and apend money to temre the 
"stablishmrnl and efficiency of ■ good 
school. The members of the National Board, 
and their inspectors and .school in aster*, do not 
find that this enthusiasm in the cause exists- 
On the contrary, they hare to contend con- 
tinually with raddneu, indifference, and parsi. 
raunj. The report saya : — " Judging from 
deeds, not woida, it may be safely aaaerted thai 
the genenl feeling manifested by the people 
ranged from a languid and evanescent interest in 
the local educational monroem to positive in- 
difference or repugnance. Large and apparently 
earnest professions are common, but they 
seldom endure beyond a few months.'' There 
it a very great difficulty in tnaay cases in getting 
perthta to send their children to school Even 
when urged to do eo, and when every convenience 
exitU, they comply reluctantly and indolently, 
and at if they were conferring a farotir. At the 
snvalleet inducement, they keep their children 
at home, to earn a few pence or shillings by their 
juvenili labour, though lit an unknown coal to 
lhe future prosperity in life of those children. 
In very Tew cues, comparatively, are children 
allowed to remain long enough at school to go 
through the whole, or tfcn nearly the whole, of 
lhat course which it prescribed at belonging to 
primary education, and for which the Slate 
makes pwisioa, at a cost to the parent whieh 
is almost oomintl. And while children are- in 
attendance, they come so irregularly as to loan 
at leant half the value of the teacher's labour 
raolhing i* so detrimental to the steady progress 
of a pupil, and nothing to provoking to an 
earnest schoolmaster at an irregular attendance 
on the lessoni. It reduces by one-half the 
quantity that can be taught, it putt all clasiifi- 
ration into disorder, and keeps back the few 
who are punctual and attentive. The report 
ulso maltet compliiiat of the injudicious inter- 
ference with the teacher on the part of many 
parents, dictating what their children should 
learn and when and how : and alto of the 
meanness with which the payment of the a mail 
fees are evaded, and the teacher placed in the 
invidious position of asking for or enforcing his 
righta, Even from the local patrons of the 
schools — the data who ought to confer 
every assistance— the teachers, it would 
seem, often pray to be protected. 
Not a few of them are apathetic; others are 
wots* still, for, being themselves very ignorant 
and ai the tame time proportionally conceited,

the c-anipantlive value of money for thenuelvet 
and mind fot their children. The parents 
themselves want to be educated a< to the value 
of education, and as to the importance of 
co-operating with the teachers to the full «- 
tent of their parental authority in enforcing 
order, j uneruahty, cleanliness, sod eegularit>, 
and in encouraging the children to like the 
school and its discipline — to value 
their opportunities while they possess them, and 
to rullivt'e the latlc for acquiring knowledge. 
Many patents recugnise and discharge iheir 
duiiej in this respect, but the majority, we fear, 
are very remiss. There tre few wsvs in which 
neighbourly influence muy be mure usefully 
e,\erted than in periuadtng negligent parents to 
be mire just and kind In their children ai 
rcsjiects their education. 

The moral discipline of the schools is still 
very for from perfect, es|iecially where the 
roasters themselves have only enjoyed a de- 
fective training. But it i* satisfactory to rind 
that the inspectors attach due importance to it, 
sad do not reduce their ideal standard: 
to bring it nearer to the actual. 
Half the value of public education, and 
perhaps the greater half in itn earlier stages, 
liet in the mental and moral habits formed by 
th» discipline of the school. The mere quan- 
tity of knowledge with wtucb the memories of 
boyt and girls is stored is a secondary con- 
sideration. School it lets an education than a 
preparation for the education of life. To get 
lilted to lcatn is better even than learmrig, and 
those children have gained Ilia greatest advan- 
tage not who can repeat the moat or make the 
greatest ahow, but who hare heat acquired the 
habits of orderly thinking, of patient study, of 
thoroughness and perseverande, and fot whom 
know led^e has the greatest charm. They will 
continue lo educate themselves — their future 
progress is cf ruin.
